More than 10 per cent of St. 
Louis’s street lights were out 
of service today because of fail- 
ures in old underground cables, 
Director of Public. Utilities 
Walter Malloy reported. Addi- 
tional failures are occurring 
faster than lighting. crews can 
make repairs, he added. 

More than 100 of the ap- 
proximately 1000. major circuits 
are out of order at this time, 
he estimated. 

The estimate was based on 
230 calls received yesterday, 
reporting that lights were out 
at various places. 

“The problem is particularly 
bad at this time,” he said. “We 
have to contend with a terrible 
situation. We just don’t have 
the money or the manpower 
we need to handle the situa- 
tion.” 

Night Repairs Abandoned. 

Because of repeated failures 
of circuits on which temporary 
repairs were made at night, 
the lighting division has aban- 
doned astamets | to make night- 
Pie repairs, he 


The more lasting type of re- 
pair takes longer, and munici- 
pal crews are able to place 
only 10 to 12 circuits a day 
back in service. 

“Often when a repair of this 
type is made, trouble will 
break out immediately in some 
other section of the same cir- 
cuit,” he said. 

The 30-year-old underground 
cables have been damaged over 
the years by construction and 
excavation work of various 
types, he said. This permits 
moisture or water to seep into

If approved, 
it would bring in an estimated 
$26,000,000 a year additional 
revenue. 

Although the measure was 
intended to increase state aid 
to public schools from $75,- 
000,000 a year to $101,000,000, 
under an upgraded Public 
School Foundation Program, 
the money was not earmarked 
for this purpose in the bill and 

could be used for other pur- 


poses. 

The bill had been sponsored 
initially by an interim commit- 
tee which studied the Founda- 
tion Program. 

Bracket System. 

Under the proposal as ap- 
proved by the Senate, sales tax 
tokens would be eliminated of- 
ficially and a bracket system 
set up for collecting the tax 


on items under $1.20

Sales of 20 cents or less, none; 
sales of 21 to 50 cents, 1 cent; 
sales of 51 to 89 cents, 2 cents; 
sales of 90 cents to $1.20, 3 
cents,

JEFFERSON CITY, May 13 
—The Senate-approved bill to 
strengthen the Bi-State Devel- 
opment Agency in the St. Louis 
metropolitan area was passed 
today by the House. 

The measure now goes to 
Gov. James T. Blair for his 
signature, 

After a debate of more than 
two hours, the measure was ap- 
proved, 125 7, with two mem- 
bers voting present. Propone- 
ments defeated two proposed 
amendments which would have 
sent the bill back to the Sen- 
ate for further consideration. 

The measure is intended to 
correct a law enacted last year 
by the Legislature which 
placed such stringent restric- 
tions on the Agency’s power to 
make it virtually inoperative. 

Difficult te Sell Bonds, 

One of the principal pur- 
poses of the new bill was to 
improve marketability of rev- 
enue bonds issued by the Bi- 
State Agency to finance proj- 
ects undertaken by it. Spokes- 
men said the agency has found 
it almost impossible to sell its 
bonds, because of the restric- 
tions of the old law. | 

A bill pending in the Illinois 
Legislature would make that 
state’s law identical with the 
new Missouri bill. The a 
has been attempting since 1 
to get a Missouri law conform- 
ing with the one in Illinois— 
considered a necessary step to 
permit **e agency to operate 
effectively, ;

bill was amended by deleting

Bi - State commissioners 
agreed to both changes and 
said at the time they had no 
intention of exercising these 
powers. 

The House committee on in- 
dustrial development had rec- 
ommended an amendment to 
provide that nothing in the act 
should be construed as exempt- 
ing lessees of agency-owned 
property from taxation by the 
ye or a political subdivision 
of it. 

Amendment Opposed. 

Representatives Warren E. 
Hearnes (Dem.), Charleston, 
and R. J. King Jr. (Rep.), Clay- 
ton, opposed the amendment. 
King said that under the pres- 
ent general statutes in Mis- 
souri there is no authority for 
taxing lessees of property 
owned by a tax-exempt agency. 

He described the amendment 
as superfluous, adding: “We 
have fooled around with this 
legislation too long. The agen- 
cy is a good thing and we 
should help it to operate.” 

Representative William A. 
Geary (Dem.), St. Louis, fought 
strongly to have the amend- 
ment adopted. He offered a 
substitute containing a re- 
wording of the committee’s 
amendment, 

He declared the bill should 
be amended “to close the door 
on the possibility of a large 
corporation or company giving 
its property to the Bi-State and 
then. leasing it back, thus avoid- 
ing taxes.” 

In urging approval of the 
amendment, Geary said he had 
called every one of the 18- 
member St. Louis delegation | 
and found none objecting to 
the amendment. 

However, when the amend- 
ment was defeated, 93 to 28, by 
roll-call vote, only one member 
of the St. Louis delegation sid- 
ed with Geary.

WASHINGTON, May 13 — 
Managed Funds, Inc., a St. 
Louis investment. company, is 
losing its licenses to do busi- 
ness in Texas, the Securities 
and Exchange Commission was 
told yesterday. 

The disclosure was made by 
Lloyd Boas, St. Louis attorney 
and business man, who took 
over as president of the com- 
pany May 3 after the commis- 
sion announced public hearings 
would be held on the opera- 
tions of the fund’s top offi- 


cers at that time, Hilton Slay- 
ton and his cousin, Hovey Slay- 
ton, respectively, president and 
vice president. The hearings 
began Monday. 

Boas’s reference to the Texas 

action came during the course 

of a vigorous defense of the 
steps taken by the new officers 
to correct any situation which 
the commission might find ob- 
jectionable. He urged the com- 
mission to publicly attest the 
soundness of the fund to avert 
further damage. 

A hearing officer for the 
commission is conducting pub- 
lic hearings on allegations the 
fund’s prospectus was faulty, 
that registration statements 
submitted to the SEC by the 


Slaytons were inaccurate, that 
false and misleading annual 
reports were filed and that 
payments of hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars in brokerage 
commissions to associates of 


the Slaytons were got proper- | 


ly disclosed.

The curious argument has been made that 
the acts for which Adm. Strauss is criticized 


he should be permitted to reappoint the man 
who performed them. — 

There are two answers to this. One is that 
President Eisenhower, to an altogether unique 
degree, has followed the practice of delegat- 
ing major decisions to his subordinates. at 
is how he works. In the light of his own rec- 
ord, it is as plain as plain can be that he 
would never have thrown Dr. Oppenheimer 
to the wolves of McCarthyism had not Strauss 
told him to. He would never have tried to 
cripple the TVA for the benefit of a private 
power syndicate had not Strauss advised it. 

In the second place, even if the record on 
this point were different it would not justify 
Senate confirmation of Strauss. The ques- 
tion for the Senate is whether Strauss did 
right, or did wrong, in the Oppenheimer case; 
whether he was representing the nation, or a 
special interest, when for many months he 
persuaded the President to defend a Dixon- 
Yates contract which finally had to be repudi- 
ated; whether he was right, or wrong, in de- 
ceiving the American people about radioactive 
fallout and clamping the straitjacket of ex- 
treme secrecy on nuclear scientists. 


In our judgment, Strauss’s character and 
fitness are called into question by every one 
of those aspects of his record. And other as- 
pects of the record confirm the doubt. Strauss 
has no real answer to the charge of Scientist 
David L. Hill that he used the security system 
for the exploitation of personal differences 
with three other officials, as well as Dr. Op- 
penheimer. His deviousness and addiction to 
half-truth are confirmed by the fact that, when 
asked why he changed his mind on Oppen- 


heimer, he cited a list of altogether unproved — 


charges sent to the FBI in November, 1953, 
whereas the record shows that in fact Strauss 
initiated action against Oppenheimer within 
four days of taking office in July, 1953. 

For these reasons we believe the Senate 
should reject the Strauss nomination. 


Expert Out of His Field 

J. Edgar Hoover’s call for juvenile offenders 
to be treated as severely as if they were 
adults contrasts strangely with his proud 
declaration that about 97 per cent of our 
youth “are growing up to be decent Ameri- 
cans.” It makes one wonder how much con- 


_ cerned the FBI director is that the erring 3 


per cent may, if possible, be transformed into 
decent Americans too. 

Anything Mr. Hoover says about crime car- 
ries a great deal of authority, for his 35 years 
as FBI director have earned him a massive 
respect. That he has done a remarkable job 
in the detection of crime not even his worst 
enemy could successfully deny. The fact re- 
mains that Mr, Hoover is a policeman, not a 
juvenile judge or a social worker, and he 
would have to be more than human for his 
long career not to have made him think 
the detection of crime the most important 
thing in the world. 

When he criticizes social workers and juve- 
nile courts as being too soft on juvenile of- 
fenders, Mr. Hoover is, to put it mildly, not 
speaking as a qualified expert. He is in the 
same position as would be a social worker or 
juvenile judge who attempted to expound on 
the detection of crime. The juvenile courts 
and the social agencies are engaged in trying 
to conserve.American youth that is being 
wasted—a task in which Mr, Hoover is with- 
out either training or experience. Reclama- 
tion of that 8 per cent of American youth he 
speaks about is going to: take more skilled, 
more quiet and more patient work than can 
be done with a broad-axe., 


New City in the Making 

Ever since work started on the Plaza and 
Mill Creek redevelopment projects, St. Louis 
has been demonstrating ‘that it is possible to 
rebuild substantial sections of an old city, to 
transform slums into attractive néw neighbor- 
hoods. ‘Now comes another giant step for- 
ward, this one outside the downtown-to-Grand, 


east-west axis. It is the Kosciusko. project, 


for which the Federal Urban Renewal Com- 
missioner has just approved léans and grants 
running to $14,379,083 — of which almost 
$6,000,000 will be an outright gift to St. Louis. 

Actually, this is only the first of two re- 
lated’ redevelopments which eventually will 
take in a total area of 221 acres in the south- 
eastern section of St. Louis. This is almost 
half the size of the Mill Creek area, and it is 
of course many times larger than the Plaza 
area. The section for which the money has 
been approved takes in 143 acres. On 67 of 
these all existing buildings are to be levelled. 
Buildings on the remaining acreage are to be 
rehabilitated. | 

An even better impression of the scope of 
this project may be gained from the fact that 
2941 dwelling units are involved, and that 
1872 families will be relocated to carry out 
the reconstruction. The city’s ability to un- 
dertake such a resettlement in itself demon- 
strates the resources and the ingenuity being 
brought into play. Keyed to the proposed 
Ozark Expressway and providing space for 
industrial as well as commercial use, the 
project illustrates the sound planning which 
takes economic as well as esthetic factors into 
consideration. As in the case of the Plaza 


This sum would not build many roads; it is 


considerably less than the Highway Depart-. 


program in times of rising construction costs. 
But the increase is needed for several years. 
to come, not for just 16 months. 

Under the other gas tax bill, passed by the 
House but held in a Senate committee, Mis- 
souri could raise its tax by 2 cents when the 
1-cent tax ends. This 2-cent proposition would 
be put to the voters in next year’s general 
election. But the House bill would mean very 
little money for state highways, because only 
three fourths of a cent of the revenue would 
be alloted them. The remaining 1% cent 
would go te counties and cities, and the latter 
would be forbidden to impose municipal gas 
taxes. 


The St. Louis Chamber of Commerce op- 
poses this bill because it involves a dangerous 
precedent. “One of the principal reasons for 
the outstanding performance of our Highway 
Department through the years,” the Chamber 
says, “is the constitutional amendment pro- 
hibiting diversion of highway user taxes.” The 
bill backed by the oil lobby and rural road 
interests would divert these taxes. 

The State Senate will be thoroughly justi- 
fied in rejecting the House proposals, which 
the voters would probably reject in any case. 
The 1-cent bill is a better if temporary expe 


- dient. When that tax runs out, the Legisla- 


ture could take another look at road 
requirements. 


A Bank for Neighbors 


Congress should have no hesitation about 
President Eisenhower’s request to authorize 
United States participation in an inter-Ameri- 
can development bank. The bank represents 
a departure in Washington policy, but the de- 
parture is one which many critics of the Ad- 
ministration have long suggested. 


Until now unilateral assistance, unilaterally 
controlled, has been the basis of our Govern- 
ment’s economic relations with the sister re- 
publics. In the case of the inter-American 
bank, however, the neighbor nations would 
supply more than half the capital and, in Mr. 
Eisenhower’s well-chosen words, would have 
“a major responsibility in determining priori- 
ties and authorizing loans,” 

Latin America has- long urged that eco- 
nomic development in this hemisphere be a 
co-operative enterprise. The Administration 
deserves praise and support in Congress for 
recognizing the justice of the neighbors’ 
appeal, 


Saving School Tax Dollars 


The St. Louis School Board has called a pub- 
lic hearing for Thursday evening to hear sug- 
gestions on how it ean cut some $2,000,000 
from next year's budget. Plenty of tech- 


Nnically competent ideas on the subject are 


contained in the report of the Chicago busi- 
ness consultants, A. T. Kearney & Co., who 
were paid $50,000 for a survey of the school 
system’s non-instructional activities. 

One of the principal areas of excessive cost 
in the school system, Kearney found, is the 
patronage-ridden Shops division of the Build- 
ing department. A job survey by the con- 
sultants indicated that the division in 1953-54 
spent some $740,000 more than necessary, 
largely because of ineffective planning and 
scheduling of work, excessive labor rates, 
lack of supervision, and failure to demand 
competitive costs. . | 

So sloppy and ‘wasteful.is the school’s shop 
operation that Kearney recommended that 
all of the work except for miscellaneous and 
emergency repairs could be done more eco- 
nomically by letting it to private contractors 
—who could make a profit and still undersell 
the Board’s mechanics. Board workers. were 
refinishing movable desks at costs Kearney 
found ran from $13.82 to $19.95 each; in 1953 
they could be purchased brand new at prices 
ranging from $9.75 to $11.13. 


The Board is saving some $250,000 in the 
next fiscal year. by paying about half of its 
300-man force of building mechanics, who 
earn substantially more than teachers, out of 
bond issue funds instead of the regular oper- 
ating budget. On its face this amounts to an 
admission that the shops division is about 100 
per cent overstaffed. Shouldn't waste of this 
kind be eliminated..before a single dollar is 


‘cut from the instruction department budget? 


Steel Profit Ratios 

In an editorial on the steel wage dispute 
last Sunday we et re yey steel cor- 
porations had reported a 7.4 per cent return 
on sales in 1957, as compared with a return 
of 5.9 per cent for all manufacturing 
corporations, 

One of our readers asks what the figures 
show as to profits on investment, rather than 
on sales. We are glad to oblige. The same 
source (First National City Bank of New 
York) reports that the return on net assets 
for iron and steel corporations was 13.2 per 
cent in 1957 and 8.2 per cent in 1958, For all 
manufacturing corporations, the return on net 
assets was 12.9 per cent in 1957 and 9.8 per 
cent in 1958. 

By both standards, steel’s 1957 profits were 
reported to be somewhat above, but not very 
much above, the general level for all manu- 
facturing.

On the House Labor and Education 
Committee, now considering the bill, 
Representative James Roosevelt 
(Dem.), California, who ordinarily 
might be expected to admire the 
Senate measure, has suggested that 
the job of receiving the unions’ fi- 
nancial reports and requiring the 
disclosure of financial operations 
should be handed not to the Secre- 
tary of Labor, but to some quasi- 


judicial body such as the National 


Labor Relations Board, 


Should a Secretary who is sup- 
posed to be working for labor do the 
policing of labor? Mr. Roosevelt asks 
in effect. The policing and regula- 
tion of business ig not left to the 
Secretary of Commerce, but to the 
Federal Trade Commission, the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, and 
similar agencies. 


It is argued that it would be 
easier for an individual member of 
a labor union to get satisfaction from 
the NLRB than from the Secretary 
of Labor. Under the present bill in 
many instances an aggrieved union 
member would have to go to court, 
which means hiring a lawyer. Under 
NLRB procedure he makes a direct 
appeal and needs.no lawyer. It is 
pointed out that the NLRB is already 
in business, with established pro- 
cedures, 


Perhaps this is a better formula 
for encouraging financial disclosure 
and democracy in the unions, Per- 
haps not. But it is an instance to 
show that the Kennedy-Ervin bill, 
for all its careful development, may 
not be the last word. 


The House committee is generally 
sympathetic to labor. But the House 
as a whole is less liberal on labor 
legislation than is the Senate, Once 
the measure reached the House floor 
and was subject to free-wheeling re- 
vision, bad amendments might drive 
out good law. It would be best if 
a strong committee coalition agreed 
on a workable bill. At any rate, as 
of this writing, the House is intend- 
ing to give the labor reform bill a 
thorough going over.

Float fish- 
ing originated 
in the Mis- 
souri Ozarks 
at the turn of the century. 
Outboard motors were in 
their infancy of production, 
and railroads were utilized 
to carry the john boats to 
the place of embarkation on 
the river. The anglers then 
floated downstream for a 
day or a week—depending 
on the length of time they 
wished to spend fishing. The 
Iron Mountain Railroad, 
later to become the Missouri 
Pacific, and the Frisco Rail- 
road had miles of track that 
paralled séme of the finest 
fishing waters in the state 
and at one time they adver- 
tised extensively the fabu- 
lous fishing to be found on 
the White, Black, James and 
Current rivers. 


Missouri has a year-round 
open season for all species 
except smallmouth bass. 
From March 1 to May 29 
smallmouth bass may not be 
taken except from the fol- 
lowing impoundments: Bull 
Shoals, Clearwater, Lake of 
the Ozzarks, Norfork, Table 
Rock and Taneycomo. 


Float fishing on the 
streams will show a great 
upsurge when smallmouth 
bass become legal May 29. 
On many streams, such as 
the upper Current, Black, 
and Eleven Points, small- 
mouth are predominant over 
the largemouth species and 
many anglers who are de- 
voted to stream float fishing 
have bided their time until 
these fighting fish become 
legal, for they are.well worth 
waiting for. 

It has been estimated that 
Missouri has some 15,000 
miles of flowing streams. 
Most of them are spring fed 
and are natural habitat for 
largemouth, smallmouth, Ken- 
tucky and rock bass, On some 
of the streams outboard mo- 
tors are impractical because 
of numerous shoals. At the 
end of such a trip, a truck 
is“ used to haul the boat, 
equipment and anglers back 
to the starting point. 


When a number of boats 
are necessary for a large 
float trip party, a boat load- 
ed with camp and _ cooking 
gear is provided by the float 
trip operator. The commis- 
sary boat crew works out a 
schedule whereby the lunch 
camp will be set up in ad- 
vance of the party’s arrival, 
and at dusk the tents and 
overnight camp will be ready 
when the day's fishing is 
done. 


It is possible to float for 
a half-day or two. weeks; 
commercial guides who do 
all the paddling, camp-mak- 
ing and cooking can be em- 
ployed for the length of time 
that suits the fishermen’s 
fancy. 


Tricky Job 


Or, if you are an experi- 
enced river man, you can 
float the stream yourself. 
But before embarking on the 
fishing vacation, make sure 
that you are an expert in 
negotiating the hazardous 
rapids and the stretches of 
white water and hairpin 
turns of the swift currents 
that inevitably are encount- 
ered on a single day’s jour- 
ney. It can’t be done by 
those whose experience is 
limited to sculling a dinghy 
on a placid lake. 

Spin fishermen are becom- 
ing more numerous on the 
float fishing streams, but fly 
fishing and bait casting 
(plug fishing) are the most 
popular at present. Some 
anglers rig a bait casting 
rod as well as a fly rod so 
they will be ready to change 
from one to the other at the 
instant the water is best suit- 
ed to the other type of fish- 
ing. In the shallows bait 
casting is preferred because 
long casts are necessary in 
the clear shoal water. But 
along the deep, dark bluff 
holes a spinner, fly and pork 
rind combination will usual- 
ly produce more fish than 
the larger artificial lures 
used on the bait casting rods. 
It could be compared to a 
golfer’s use of a brassie or 
a putter — each serves its 
particular purpose. 

‘The scenic vistas encount- 
e on a float trip on a 
uri Ozark stream are 
alghost beyond compare. The 
high bluffs with their ver- 
daht pines are succeeded by 
gliéaming yellow and white 
gravel bars. Rapids and 
“white water” give way to 
lohg, deep, placid pools. 
The depth of the water, 
or lack of it, presents a va- 
ried coloration at each bend 
and turn in the watercourse. 
Herons and kingfishers may 
actompany you for a mile or 
so’on your journey and in 
the late evenings a deer may 
be. seen swimming across the 
river. An osprey may plunge 
from dizzy heights, hit the 
water with a resounding 
splash, and fly away with a 
bass clutched in its talons 
that perhaps might have been 
a victim of your gaudy lure.

Stevenson said the Summit 
conference urged by Russian 
premier Nikita Khrushchev 
might produce a few “tangible 
results” on the German ques- 
tion. 

Quick Solution Unlikely. 


But “only one thing is cer- 
tain,” he said. “To reach agree- 
ments that are considerate of 
each other’s prestige, interests 
and suspicions will take a long, 
long time. We cannot hope for 
quick solutions.” 

Stevenson said in a forum 
lecture at the University of Ll- 
linois that the cold war dead- 
lock over Germany might last 
for years.

| stations set up at schools and 


hospitals as part of a program 
sponsored by the St. Louis-St. 
Louis county chapter of the Na- 
tional Foundation. 

A total of 72,000 shots of 
Salk vaccine, together with dis- 
posable needles and syringes, 
were sent here from Indian- 
apolis for the inoculation pro- 
gram, which will continue 
through Saturday. A ‘uniform 
charge of $1 will be made for 
the shots. 

The shots are being given by 
medical personnel of the St. 
Louis Board of Education and 
about 100 nurses. First, second 
and third shots will be given. 

Children from one year old 
through school age may be 
vaccinated at school. Parents 
under 40 who accompany their 
children also may obtain the 
shots at schools, Other adults 
under 40 will be accommodated 
. the hospitals, as will chil- 
ren, 


The program was set up to 
protect the city and county 
from a mounting national inci- 
dence of paralytic infantile 
paralysis. St. Louis has been 
designated a polio “soft spot” 
area. 

Polio incidence in the St. 
Louis area last year rose to 115 
cases and eight deaths, com- 
pared with only 27 cases after 
mass inoculations here in 1954 
and 1955. The increase oc- 
curred chiefly among children 
es after the mass inocula- 
tions. 


“We are embarking on this 


crash program in order to pro- ; 


vide two shots before the polio 
season hits its stride,” a spokes- 
man for the local chapter said. 
“If we can obtain general vac- 
cination ._we should provide 
fairly good control of the dis- 
ease here for the next several 
years.”

After the war, while working with the Veterans Ad- 
ministration in Newark, NJ., he joined a theater group. 

“At that time I had no real thought of becoming an 
actor,” he said. “It was just a good way to meet girls. 

“I found my Navy service a big help in becoming an 
actor. An actor has to know reople—all kinds of people. 

“One of the worst mistakes an actor can make is to 
stay completely within a theatrical environment. Anh actor 
who lives more completely in his roles on the stage than in 
the role nature meant him to play is a frightened and un- 
happy person. 

“You can’t make your job your whole life. It has to 
be only a part of it. This holds true for a man in Wall 
Street as well as for an actor. 

“I don’t believe in great big differences between ar- 
tists and business men.” 


Steiger settled finally on acting for his life 
work merely because “it is the best way I have 
found te be free.” He is a complicated man of 
considerable reserve who still tends to resent the 
brash familiarities of what he calls “the four- 
minute friends whe try to move in on your life 
and rob you of your time, the one thing you can’t 
get back.” 


But he feels his analyst has helped iron out the kinks 
and quirks that inevitably developed in the nature of a boy 
too lonely too young. 

His philosophy today? 

“Happiness has to be helped,” he said slowly. “But if 
a man creates more beauty than he destroys, you must 
classify him as good. 

“If he destroys more beauty than he creates, he is 
evil. 

“What I want most is a happy home of my own—and 
the maturity to sustain it. I think I’m getting closer.”

THE BIGGEST MAN on 
horseback lately has been 
Chuck Connors, a reformed 
baseball player. Connors has 
the lead in a television West- 
ern titled “The Rifleman” and 
he is the steeliest-eyed, dead- 
liest ‘shot who ever shook in 
his boots at the Police Circus 
here. Call it stage fright. The 
Rifleman was going up against 
a live audience for the first 
time and he didn’t know its 
speed on the draw. 


He played to live audiences 
in major league baseball but 
that was different. Everybody 
knew Connors couldn’t get to 
first base without a horse and 
when he popped up the fans, 
especially the gentle Brooklyn 
fans, sighed forgivingly and 
said, “That's too bad,” or 
“That’s Connors.” 


The Police Circus at the 
Arena was a brand-new game 
for Connors. He had been scor- 
ing heavily in television’s 
canned excitements and now he 
had to produce as a live per- 
sonality. Connors has a lively 
personality but that’s not the 
same thing. Suddenly he knew 
how a baseball star feels when 
he’s on the verge of trying to 
please the people in a new 
way, say Yogi Berra opening a 
French restaurant and wonder- 
ing if the French use spikes or 
old bats to tenderize steaks. 


Connors went to the Arena 
the day before the show 
opened. A rehearsal was sched- 
uled for 6:30 in the evening. 
He was in the Arena at 10 in 
the morning, fre the 
rehearsal. Connors stood in the 
middle of a hopeless looking 
mess of, equipment on the 
Arena floor. The circus was a 
lot of loose ends being pulled 
together. So was Connors. 


Meyer Mishkin, Connors’s 
agent, watched the performer. 
Connors stands 6-5. Mishkin 
stands about 5 feet when he’s 
jumping with excitement. Mish. 
kin walked up to Connors and 
as they stood facing each other 
the agent looked like exactly 
10 per cent of his client. Mish- 
kin was smiling easily, talking 
softly, the way fight managers 
do when they tell their boys, 
“They can’t hurt us.”

Eleanor Roosevelt 
Royal Visitor 


WASHINGTON, May 13. 

IT IS GRATIFYING to have King Baudouin of Bel- 
gium pay his first visit outside his own country to the 
United States. Since he visited here in the '40s he prob- 
ably retained some pleasant memories. My recollection is 
clear only of his grandfather and grandmother’s visit to 
Washington years ago. During the war these visits were 
slightly kaleidoscopic. In any case, I am sure everyone 
in this country welcomes the young King and hopes his 
stay here will be as pleasant as possible for we greatly 
admired his grandfather, King Albert. 


The pictures of Sir Winston Churchill as he 
left for home last Sunday night made him look 
very jolly and content. I am afraid contacts with 
people have become very difficult for him, how- 
ever, because he abhors using a hearing aid, and 
that is something you would expect him to dislike. 
If he runs again for Parliament, perhaps some- 
thing can be found which can be placed before 
him se that the sound can be augmented. Other- 
wise, I think he will not enjoy the sessions he at- 
tends. 


How like the Soviet Union it was to come into the 
eonference of foreign ministers and make an entirely new 


suggestion, which they had never proposed before and |. 


which they knew quite well would not be acceptable! It 
always looks as though they are really struggling to find a 
disagreeable note on which to begin any series of meetings 
and I liked Christian Herter’s calm attitude and the way 
he refused to say anything except that he looked forward 
hopefully to these sessions. 

I have been going over very carefully the legal aspects 
of the situation between the voluntary hospitals and the 
union representatives in New York City, The voluntary 
hospitals say that under the law they cannot accept a unjon 
to represent their employes. They probably are right, but 
in that case they should have come up long ago with a 
substitute proposal. 

Employes who are quite evidently not receiving a living 
wage and are dissatisfied with their conditions of work 
would simply be slaves if they were obliged to work on 
without being able to reach their employers’ with their 
complaints and demand negotiation. The only alternative 
would be never to take a job in a hospital and that would 
certainly be a disadvantage to the hospital, since they must 
have employes. 


It seems to me that this whole situation has 
been very stupidly handled by the refusal of the 
heads of the hospitals to meet with their employes 
from the very beginning. They practically forced 
their employes to turn to a union. Now they calmly 
sit and say that they will not accept Mayor Was- 
ner’s proposal because it is illegal to allow their 
employes to belong to a union. 


I have the greatest respect and admiration for those 
who are at the head of the boards that run the voluntary 
hospitals, In the current difficulty the initial fault was 
that they did not meet with their employes in the first 
place and try to work out some way that would have been 
satisfactory to all. You cannot just refuse to meet people 
when they want to talk about their basic human rights and 
you have to come up with some kind of a plan if you refuse 
such a plan as was offered by Mayor Wagner.
